First Efforts Fruitless. 
Wehr said they heard the screams 
"I can hear them screaming yet," 
he declared shortly after the last 
bodv was recovered. Diving efforts 
earned on by the boys and later by 
firemen were long fruitless as were 
attempts to locate the bodies with 
poles brought by firemen. 
A combination of the diving ef- 


forts and the use of the poles final- 
ly brought the first body to the sur- 
face after workers had begun to 
despair of locating them in the muddy 
waters and darkness Once the gen- 
eral area had been located, the 
search went on with renewed vigor. 
Screams mixed with horror and 


with hope of recovery filled the air 
when a diver and Assistant Chief 
Donnelly brought the first body to 
the side of the boat from which 
Donnelly had been prodding the 
muddy bottom.

LAWS PLANNED 


License Tax To Permit 


Regulation Favored 


By Officials. 


Complete revision of the ordin- 


ances governing junk yards is be- 
ing considered by members of the 
city council, and City Attorney F. 
A. Peterson is making a study with 
a view to draftuig the amending 
law. Just what it will include has 
not been determined, but it is 
known that there is a strong lean- 
ing toward the enactment of a 
license and occupation tax. Only 
through such legislation will it be 
possible to regulate the business as 
it should be, the commissioners de- 
clare. 
At the same time the attorney 
is making a study of the regula- 
tory requirements, he also is mak- 
ing j. study of the zoning ordin- 
ance. Whether this law mil be 
amended will depend much on an 
opinion which he is expected to 
prepare. If this is favorable then 
there is a hklihood that an amend- 
ment will be prepared to prohibit 
the establishing of junk yards on 
any main highway into the city. 
Changes Necessary, 


Changes in the law that will al- 


low the council to have complete 
contiol of junk yards, are neces- 
sary, it is claimed by the commis- 
sioners. 
Enactment of a law requiring a li- 


c^nGe, and setting up an occupation 
tax seems to be in favor with a 
majority 
of 
the 
commissioner 


With a license required, it is stated, 
a yearly permit can be issued to 
those with whom there has been 
no trouble, while a license for only 
thirty days will be issued to those 
with whom the council has been 
having trouble. In this w&y, it is 
said, control will be complete as 
none will be able to operate with- 
out the license. Among other things 
tha regulations will require that the 
places be clean. Accumulations of 
old automobile bodies and other 
parts outside of a building will not 
be tolerated, and ready access to 
the premises in case of fire must 
be provided at all times That junk 
yards are a necessity is admitted 
by every member of the council.

lieves to be the causes for the "dis- 
appointments," Senator Norrls dis- 
cussed the general "condition of 
modern civilization." pointing out 
that the World war almost re- 
modeled and changed human na- 
ture.. 


"We are passing through an un- 
certain epoch of our civilization. 
There is more reckless disregard of 
law today than there was at the 
time prohibition was first enacted. 
We ought, however, consider the 
prohibition law the same as we 
consider any other law and apply 
to it the same tests that are ap- 
plied to all legislation. This disre- 
gard applies to all criminal law, 
and likewise to civil obligations," he 
said. 


Points To Political Scandals. 


Developing this phase of his sub- 


ject he pointed out that the entire 
world is experiencing this unsettled 
state of things. 
Debauchery in 


high places is passed over with but 
little thought and often without 
criticism. Men high in official life 
have been found guilty of the most 
flagrant conspiracies in the man- 
agement of public affairs, and to 
a great extent have gone scot free, 
he added. 


"I am not a belifvpr. however, in 


the doctrine that our civilization 
will be ruined," he said. 
"We should consider all these 


things when we are considering the 
question of the non-enforcement of 
prohibition, and we should be frank 
enough to admit that this apparent 
degeneration applies more to pro- 
hibition than perha'ps any other one 
law," he added. 


"The reason is quite evident. 


There is more profit in violating 
the prohibition law than any other 
law on the statute books. If we 
could eliminate the financial profit 
we would iiave taken the greatest 
step possible in the proper observ- 
ance and enforcement of the law.

Food, clothing, medicine and other 
supplies 
began pouring 
to 
the 


earthquake-torn regions of southern 
Italy in an increasing stream to- 
day, and the colossal task of re- 
covering from the major disaster of 
last Wednesday wai well under 
wayThe dead, and in some cases the 
living, still were being dragged from 
their ruins and occasional build- 
ings swayed and crashed under the 
intermittent but decreasing trem- 
bling of the earth, adjusting itself 
to the major disturbance of four 
days ago. 
The morale of the demoralized 
peasants and towns people in the 
devastated region showed a notice- 
able improvement under the im- 
petus of the king's personal visit 
to the scene of the disaster and the 
constant arrival of trucks with 
needed supplies. 
The king made a thorough in- 
spection today of Melfi and its sur- 
rounding territory after his visit 
yesterday to Lacedonia and Aquil- 
onia, where the number of dead 
was even greater than here. 
The king was deeply affected by

Few in the 
great army of mourners seemed to 
notice. Nonj ran for shelter, and 
there was no nervous movement. All 
stood quietly as a bugler blew taps 
and a firing squad's triple volley 
cracked out. 


Fought For "Common Folk." 


To these mourners, most of them 


the "common folk" Buckley fought 
for, 
it seemed fitting that nature 


should join them in their sorrow. 
The rain mingled with the tears of 
hundreds. Along the streets through 
which the funeral cortege passed 
from the church to the grave, pri- 
vate homes were draped m mourn- 
ing Old people, unable to follow the 
casket, sat.,on -their porches and 
arose respectfully as the hearse 
passed. People lined the streets and 
others waited at the cemetery or 
hurried along behind the funeral 
cars. 
Mt. Olivet's confines were not 


sufficiently-large to hold the great 
throng which woiild have pressed 
inside. Many were forced to stand 
beyond the walls, pressed tight in 
the crowd. 
It had been the same at St. 
Gregory's Catholic church, where 
the solemn requiem funeral mass 
was chanted for Bucklev. A scant 
thousand found seats in the church.

I territory of princes." 


The Brazilian ministry of foreign 


relations here issued the following 
statement upon receipt of word of 
the slaying of Pessoa: 


"Advices from Pernambuco state 
that the president of the state of 
Parahyba. Joao Pessoa. was assas- 
sinated by a njeniber of the Dantas 
family, well known adversaries of 
Pessoa. as an outgrowth of local 
political passions which broke out 
some time ago in the municipality 
of Teixira, state of Parahyba. The 
news was received here with deep- 
est sorrow." 


Pessoa -was the vice presidential 


candidate of the liberal alliance 
which Vas defeated in the national 
elections last March. 
He was understood to have gone to 
Pernambuco today to visit Judge 
Cunha Mello. who was confined in 
a hospital there.

Guidance to Youth Is 


Crime Preventive 


Judge Declares. 


"The crime problem in Lincoln, 


as elsewhere ,1s a youth problem," 
as elsewhere, is a youth problem," 
day by District Judge K B. Chap- 
pell of the juvenile court. Judge 
Chappell's statement accompanies 
an appeal which Is being made in 
Lincoln for funds to improve and 
extend probation in the United 
States under the direction of the 
National Probation association. 
"By giving delinquent boys and 
girls careful guidance when they 
first go wrong," states Judge Chap- 
pell, sthey may be prevented from 
entering criminal careers and helped 
in becoming useful citizens. Over 
.200,000 neglected and delinquent 
are brought before the courts in the 
United States each year. More than 
half of these children are not get- 
ting the help they need because 
juvenile courts with good probation 
service are not generally established. 


"Eighty-five per cent of all crim- 


inals begin to go wrong as juvenile 
delinquents. B a tf companionship, 
bad 
environment .and unhappy 


homes are responsible for many a 
criminal career. 
"Tn fhc- field of medicine the most 


useful "efforts are in the prevention 
of disease. It should be so In the 
field of law. The prevention of 
crime should be the first social duty 
and it is this that probation aims 
at. Probation prevents c r i m e . 
Equipped with probation officers to 
deal with every delinquent or neg- 
lected child, the juvenile court has 
the greatest opportunity to prevent 
the development of crime. 
"The National Probation associa- 


tion is a leader in the movement to 
extend and perfect the probation 
system in the United States. Its 
service has been of great value to 
us in Lincoln. 
"We are asking at this time that 
all who can, contribute to aid this 
nation-wide work. The need is 
great. There is not a single state 
with adequate probation service. 
Your contributions will help to 
make possible this service in other 
courts and places."

He 
has beaten Risko three times and 
has beaten Paolinp and several 
other good heavyweights. But it is 
Tuffy's style of fighting, and the 
fact that Sharkey and others with 
title hopes absolutely won't meet 
him, that counts more than his 
record.

In accordance wi'-ii this schedule, 
each department supply the final 
assembly line prepares to furnish 
the required parts or equipment as 
specified. But that is not sufficient 
as these particular parts and equip- 
ment mus arrive at the correct time.

Importance of Ascending Hill Be- 


hind Cur*. 


Passing cars when going up-hlil 


is one of the violations of rules of 
the road which frequently is com- 
mitted and such action not 
only 
Is illegal, but is the cause of many 
accidents. 


New Car Needs Proper Lubrication. 


One of the first icquisites of a 
new car is the care m proper lubri- 
cation. Moving units of the machine 
are stiff and the only way to re- 
duce friction and excess wear is the 
timely application of various kinds 
of oil and grease. 


Saving- Gas at Uniform Speed. 
When 
traveling over level and 
straightaway highways for stretches 
of 50 to 75 miles between towns and 
cities, it is a gooJ plan to set the 
gas throttle at required speed—35 
miles or whatever the car is capable 
of safely doing,—and let it remain 
there, thus insunng one uniform 
speed. 


Worth Remembering-. 


A long tour should never be un- 
dertaken unless a thorough inspec- 
tion is made to the gas lines, oil 
lines, tank, and gmtiqn systeim, 
fuses, 
coils, radiator, tires, tubes, 
etc. When found to be in good con- 
dition or carefully replaced and re- 
paired, see that a complete list of 
accessories is included in the tool 
and emergency kit. 


To Get Car Out of Mud Hole. 
Never continue spinning wheels 
when stuck in the mud. If it is 
found impossible to move tbe car 
place limbs or branches from trees 
.underneath tires. Keep an old bur- 
lap sack in the kit for such emer- 
gencies, but when without this try 
the rubber floor board covering and 
slide it lunder the wheel. Once it 
has been placed completely under- 
neath, place a flat stone at opposite 
end. Then begin a steady low-gear 
pull to get out. 


Cost of Operating- Light Car. 
- The average running cost of a 
light four-cylinder car is less than 
6Vi cents a mile. The figures are 
as follows: Gasoline, at 20 cents per 
gallon, for one mile, 1.34 cents (al- 
lowing 15 miles on a gallon); oil, 
25 cents; tires and tubes, .60 cent; 
maintenance, 1.55 cents; deprecia- 
tion, 1.25 cents; license, .11 cent: 
garage at $4 per month, .44 cent; 
interest at 6 per cent, .27 cent, and 
fire, theft, tornado and liability in- 
surance, .21 cent. The total is 6.02 
cents per mile. 


Secrets of Smooth Start. 
The proper way to start a car is 
to shift to low, give the engine a 
little gas, then, while observing the 


car, let the clutch In very rlowly 
until the car Just begins to move, 
when the clutch must be held, the 
letting In stopping altogether until 
the car has moved a few feet. Thpn, 
and while uie car is In motion ,the 
clutch can slowly be let in the rest 
of 
the way. Never release the 
clutch pedal too quickly or the 
engine will cither stall or cause the 
car to jump ahead. 


Tips To Summer Drivers. 


Motorists who plan long trips aur- 
ing their summer vacations will 
save themselves time, trouble and 
expense by heeding the following 
driving suggestions: See that the 
car is well lubricated, paying spe- 
cial 
attention 
to 
the 
steering 


mechanism to assure case of steerr 
ing. 
Tires should be inspected, and 


if they show signs oi wear, should 
be replaced with new ones. Be sure 
to keep tire pressure correct at all 
times. Fast driving is especially 
hard on tires. When driving over 
white concrete roads, a pair of 
tinted driving glasses will greatly 
relieve eye strain and add to the 
comfort of thb trip. See that the 
storage battery is fully charged and 
is sufficiently filled with water to 
protect the plates. It will be nec- 
essary to refill it often during hot 
weather. 


The air pressure in tires should 


be tested at least once a week. 
Using the best oil obtainable will 


give the utmost economy in the 
end. 
The shock of a car is eased if 
rails 
or other obstructions 
are 


driven across diagonally. 
The weakness of brakes is caused 


by heat and their efficiency is low- 
ered if they have been "on' too 
long. 
Annoying nttles about fenders 
and chassis can be eliminated by an 
occasional inspection of nuts and 
bolts. 
Transmission locks stick occasion- 


ally. This may be due to a little 
grease that has worked up from the 
transmission. One remedy is a light 
oil.

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VIEWS ANCIENT CEREMONY ON ISLE OF MAN 
MEMBER OF STAR STAFF NOW TOURING EUROPE DESCRIBES CELEBRATION OF TYNWALD DAY DATING BACK A THOUSAND YEARS.

FW1YNWALD day, a thou- 
•*- sand-year-old tradition, 
was observed on the Isle of 
Man this year under condi- 
tions which found the old ajid 
the new in sharp contrast. 
For one contrast, the proceed- 
ings were broadcast for the 
first time since the Norsemen 
instituted the court of Tyn- 
wald on the island. Then the 
venerable archdeacon found 
himself struggling with the 
difficult task of proclaiming 
statutes dealing with such 
things as "petroleum filling 
stations" in a language which 
has 
died out of 
common 


usage. 
- 


But the Manx people have an old 


proverb, "Mannagh vow cliaghtey, 
Dliaghtey, nee cliaghtey co," mean- 
ing "If custom be not indulged with 
custom, custom will weep." Perhaps 
this accounts for the continuance 
of Tynwald day long after it lias 
become but a formality, if so, it is 
to be hoped that the Manx will not 
forget this old proverb. 
This is getting ahead of the story, 
perhaps Probably you need to be 
introduced to the Isle of Man and 
to the Manx people before hearing 
about Tynwald day. 


A Beautiful Island. 


The island, as shown on even a 


fair-sized map, is but a spot in the 
middle of the Irish sea. Only twelve 
miles across and thirty-six miles in 
length, it 
nevertheless 
contains 
mountains, rivers,- beautiful glens, 
good harbors, farming and pasture 
land. Although a part of the United 
Kingdom it is largely autonomous 
and the Manx people are a distinct 
nationality, with their own tradi- 
tions, customs, and 
their own language. 


until recently, 


Let me tell you of the island as it 
appeared to my companion and me 
•when we visited there early in July 
Having 
just 
completed a 
trip 


through the lake regions of Scot- 
land and north England, we sailed 
for the Isle of Man from Heysham, 
a harbor near Douglas. Other ap- 
proaches are from Adrossan, Liver-7 
pool, Belfast and Dublin. 
The scores of men and boys call- 
ing "Porter, Mister?" as you get off 
the pier make you realize at once 
that Douglas is a resort city. This 
impression is continued as you walk 
down the street to the "horse tram" 
past the long row of taxicabs on one 
side and horse cabs on the other. 


A Vacation Mecca. 


Of course you'll take the horse 
tram, at least, we did for every tnp 
down the two-mile promenade along 
the harbor. These street cars are 
nearly the size of the ordinary elec- 
tric trolley but the track on which 
they travel is onlv about a yard 
wide and the 
motive power, of 


course, is a horse. It is much easier 
to get on and off the horse tram 
than it is the electric street car, for 
you needn't wait for the car to stop 
The ride on the horse tram down 
Victoria street shows the summer 
Douglas. Hotel after hotel for more 
than half a mile, then-a few shops, 
"cinema" houses, palaces 
of the 


dance, and more hotels.

street is crowded with tourists 
mostly English youth from

Like holiday seekers everywhere, 
the English on vacation are a rest- 
less lot. A few take advantage of the 
beach for bathing or go boatins in 
Douglas bay. but the most of them 
walk up and down the promenade, 
perhaps stopping once in a while to 
visit a whip lodge, to watch a punch 
and judy show, to ride on the horse 
tram, of to take in some of the 
other attractions A few visit Derby 
castle on the hill or ride on the 
electric railway, which covers most 
of the island, or go on one of the 
tours, but most of the holidav seek- 
ers 
don't stray far from Victoria 
street. 
National Holiday. 


This is the artificial side of the 
island. Victoria street? as we saw it. 
exists only during the three months 
of the holidav season. For the other 
nine months of the year Victoria 
street Is practically closed and the 
population of Douglas falls 
from 
over 100.000 to its normal 40.000. 
Even during the summer, the prom- 
enade is almost solely for visitors as 
Ihe bona fide business section and 
residential distract lies back of tie 
bay.

Just before the ceremony started 
the King Williams college officers' 
reserve corns, Boy Scouts and police 
marched into position along the 
path leading to the hill, forming 
lane through which the procession 
marched.Broadcast Program. 
The services in St. John's church 


were amplified for the 
benefit of 


the crowd outside and the entire 
ceremony was broadcast over a 
Manchester radio station. A relig- 
ious service of prayer and hymns in 
the church opened the ceremony. 
Then came the procession from 


the church to Tynwald hill. A few 
policemen led the way, big, stalwart 
"bobbies" of the type for which the 
British Isles arc noted. Then came 
the coroners of the island, the cap- 
tains of the several parishes, 
the 


clergy, the two high bailiffs, the 
deemsters (Manx judges,) and, the 
members of the 
House of 
Keys. 
Then in gaudy uniform came the 
lieutenant governor's sword bearer, 
carrying the sword of state with its 
point upward, followed by the lieu- 
tenant governor, Sir Claude Hill. 
The dignitaries naving been seat- 
ed on the mound, with the lieuten- 
ant governor in a chair on the top 
of the hill, the Court of Tynwald 
TV as "fenced." This is to prevent any 
disturbance during the proceeding.'-. 
The following wording is used 
in 
fencing the court: 
"I fence this court in the name 


of our Sovereign Lord the King. I 
do charge that no person do quarrel, 


brawl, or make disturbance, 
and 
that all persons do answer tc their 
names when called. T charge this 
audience to witness that this court 
is fenced.' 
Once A Parliament. 


After the court was fenced 
the 
coroners of the 
"sheadings" sur- 


rendered their staffs of office to the 
.lieutenant governor and the iiewly 
appointed coroners marched to the 
mound to receive their emblem of 
appointment. Then came the real 
business of the Court of Tynwald— 
the proclamation of the acts of Tyn- 
wald. 


Tynwald, as I have said, is the 
Manx parliament. 
All legislative 
measures must pass both the coun- 
cil and the house of keys and re- 
ceive assent from, the king, through 
his representative the governor or 
lieutenant governor, before reach- 
ing 
the 
Tynwald 
proclamation 
stage. Until these acts have been 


promulgated at Tynwald hill they 
aie not? legal for they have not re- 
.ceived the people's consent. 
Originally this ceremony of which 
Tynwald day is the outgrowth was 
more than mere proclamation of 
the acts it was an open-air court 
at which the people actually ap- 
proved of the measures their parlia- 
ment had enacted. The service of 
proclamation has been shortened 
now until it merely consists of read- 
ing the title of the acts and an ab- 
stract.Language Nearly Lost. 
First the deemster read- the title 
and abstract in English. Then the 
Archdeacon of Man, John Kewley, 
read these notices in the 
Manx 


language. This was the part of the 
ceremony which delighted the spec- 
tators for even to those born in the 
Isle of Man the language sounds 
"funny." The archdeacon, a most 


flowing white beard and his large 
and exceedingly red nose, minded 
the laughter not a bit and seemingly 
played up to his audience.

Money Badly Needed. 


Unkempt streets also are seen, 
along with many dark intersections, 
holes in the pavement, and rough, 
dirt roads after every heavy ram.

When this was done, in order to 
give even a semblance of previous 
sperations, it was necessary to use 
the unexpended balances at the end 
of the fiscal year 1928, thereby 
bringing the funds down to Sep- 
tember 1, 1930. virtually empty. 
Now there will be little, if any bal- 
ances on hand to run departmental 
affairs between September 1, and 
November when new taxes begin 
coming in In addition the funds 
of every department will be shorter 
for the coming year to the extent 
of the balances that ha-1 e been 
used up. 
But this is not all. Because of the 
ruling by the city attorney, the 
head of the park department found 
his funds for maintenance pur- 
poses this year cuj to the quick. So 
sharp was this that already opera- 
tions have had to be curtailed ex- 
tensively. More, city officials can- 
not see where there will be more 
than $18,500 available for every- 
thing in connection with park op- 
erations during the coming year, 
unless the financing proposals are 
approved. Spread this as thin as 
you like, they declare, and there 
will be nothing left for any of the 
present recreational activities.

with its history. 


The Viking rovers, who first visit- 


ed the Isle of Man in 798 A D, are 
responsible fcr this old custom. Its 
antecedent its the parliament of Ice- 
land, the Althing. The Althing was 
held every year in the valley ol 
Thingvelhr, or Parliament field, not 
far from the capital. Reykjavik. It 
was the open air court 01 the Norse- 
men for the purpose of making the 
laws and also of settling petty dis- 
putes. 


Founded By Norsemen. 


Wherever the 
Norsemen 
went 
they attempted to take with them 
this open air legislative procedure 
by which the measures to 
govern 


the people must be promulgated in 
full assembly of the freemen. 


The Icelandic 
Althing and the 


Manx Tinwald are two of the old- 
est open-air 
parliaments in 
the 


world. The celebration this year of 
ths thousandth Althing has attract- 
ed considerable attention all over 
the world. The Manxmen will tell 
you, however, that while the Al- 
thing dates back farther than Tyn- 
wald it has not been held contin- 
uously for as long a period as has 
the Manx parliament How far the 
holding of Tynwald in the open air 
goes back is nol known but it is de- 
scribed in the "Les Scripta" of 1422 


When the Norsemen first visited 


the Isle of Man it was to plunder 
and despoil it, just as they were 
then terrorizing the Celts elsewnere 
in the British Isles. It was not until 
the close cf the ninth century when 
Harold Harfagr became king of all 
Norway that some of the defeated 
Norse chieftian and their followers 
settled m the Isle of Man. 
For 
nearly a hundred years after this 
time, however, the little island was 
serving merely as a buffer state be- 
tween the Norse kings of Ulster and 
Northumbna. 


Tradition says 'ihat" King Orry 


came in the middle of the tenth 
century to become King of Man and 
the Scottish islands He divided the 
Isle 
of 
Man 
into 
six 
ship 
shues or sheadings and introduced 
the legislative system which is part 
of the constitution of the island to- 
dav. 
It is doubtful if an actual King 


Orry existed, as in all probability 
the Manx people merely embodied 
m one character the acts and traits 
of a long line of Norse kings. Some , 
of the 
traditions of King Orry 
^ 
however are delightful and bunal 
places of this ruler are scattered 
all about the island. 
At any rate it is to the Norsemen

therefore entail a certain amount 
of expense. Yet it is extremely 
doubtful if anyone vvould want to 
abolish all these activities and re-

More Industry Demanded. 


There is now and has been a con- 
stant demand on the chamber of 
commerce for more industrial es- 
tablishments in Lincoln. 
To 
get 


these the first thing a city must 
have is adequate fire and police 
protection, and an inexhaustible 
source of water. Are the people who 
are most vitally interested in the 
growth and development of the in- 
dustrial section going to say "no?" 
If they do there will be only one 
explanation to their hopes fo£ the 
future, and that is they want to see 
depreciation of values all along the 
line. That certainly & what will fol- 
low a negative vote on the proposals. 


While discussing 
the 
oroposals, 


Mr. Whitten could not refrain from 
commenting on a "pet hobby" of 
the chamber, and of himself also. 
The money to be raised from these 


proposals^ he declared, should be 
spent among the people who give it. 
It is a "pet hobby" of the chamber 
that Lincoln contracts should be 
awarded to Lincoln contractors and 
Lincoln workers. This is particularly 
true of municipal contracts. 
The 


people pay for them; the people of 
Lincoln should have the money that 
is spent in making 4hc improve- 
ments, everything being equal.

Spend Money At Home. 


Reverting to a discussion of the

Nothing is more convincing of this 
than to take a trip through the old 
livery barn on R street now being 
used as quarters for the employes 
in fire station No. 1. To house men 
in a place like this is nothing short 
of- a disgrace. There is not a tax- 
payer in the city who would live 
there. Why should they force those 
who work "for them to do it? 


That the proposals should be ap- 


proved now, was emphasized by the 
chamber secretary for another rea- 
son. This is the best time to build.

less money. Then, too, the work can 
be done in the winter thereby tak- 
ing up a lot of the unemployment 
at that seafson of the year.

beauty.

The merchant slip Flowery Land, 


in 
command 
of 
Captain 
John 


Smith, left London for Singapore 
with a cargo of wine, dry goods 
and other merchandise, early in 
July, 1863. The captain's brother, 
George, was a passenger. The first 
mate was John Karswell, second 
mate William Taffir, and the ship's 
boy was Jim Early, aged 17. There 
were three Chinese aboard, one of 
whom was cook. The rest of the 
crew was a pickup lot composed of 
a Turk, a Negro, a Slovenian, a 
Greek, a Norwegian and 
several 
Manilla men of no particular na- 
tionality. 
It was not a happy voyage from 
the outset. 
Captain' Smith was 


rough and when an order was not 
instantly and skillfully obeyed, he 
usually knocked down the man he 
believed to be at fault. That was 
the captain's way of saying, "Don't 
do it that way agan." A bit too 
much rum made «tne captain more 
severe than he might 
otherwise 


have been. 
Mate Karswell took his cue from 
the captain. 
He had the men 
beaten with a rope's end when they 
did not please him. 
That, as all seamen know, is tne 


way to start a mutiny. 
Karswell dragged a sick Greek 
sailor out of his bunk and had him 
strapped to the bulwarks. This was 
something too much even for the 
captain, who ordered the man put 
to bed and given medicine arid 
good food. 
The rations were none too good, 
and the men complained about 
them a good deal. Captain Smith 
used vile language in addressing the 
men, but he diS order the cook to 
serve better food. 
One clay there was a fight be- 


tween 
Carlos, the 
Greek, 
and 
Blanco, a mulatto from Manilla. 
Mate KarsweU, seeing the Greek 
about to plunge a knife into Blanco, 
rushed up and pushed the Greek 
away, saving Blanco's life at the 
risk, of his own. 
. 
You might think that this act 


would have gained Karswell the 
ternal friendship of Blanco. Per- 
haps that was what 
Karswell 
thought. At any rate. Karswell had 
the watch on deck next night, or at 
three o'clock next morning, and 
•s'hen Blanco called to him to show 
him something strange in the sea 
beside the ship. Karswell walked 
over beside the seaman and leaned 
over to see the curiosity. As Kars- 
well bent over the bulwarks, Blanco 
struck him. on the head with a- 
handspike and three other muti- 
neers seized him. 
Karswell 
cried 
out, 'Murder! 


Early, the ship's boy. was lookout 
on the forecastle head. He rushea 
to the place where the mate was 
being beaten by Blanco. The muti- 
neers just then rushed below to get 
the captain. 


Early awoke the Norwegian car- 


penter, Anderson, and the two went 
back, to the mate, who was stm 
alive, but badly hurt As Ander- 
son stooped to lift the mate, he 
was struck on the back of the neck 
by a handspike in the hands oi one 
of the Manilla men. and fell down 
the poop-ladder, hall unconscious. 
When Anderson was able to crawl 


back on deck he was met by Early 
and the French boatswain. Can- 
dreau. 
They consulted on their 
course of action. 
They realized 
that they stood no chance in the 
open against six mulattoes and a 
Turk, all very powerful, and they 
believed the captain to have been 
killed. So thev barricaded them- 
selves in the deck-house. 
The captain had rushed out o* 
his cabin when he was awakened 
bv the struggle on deck, and had 
been met by a whole crew oi muti- 
neers wi«r knives. He had been 
stabbed several times and 3elt for 
dead. George Smith, the captain's 
brother, stepping out to help, was 
attacked bv the men with their 
bloody knives 
He succeeded in 
gaining the deck, and there lought 
manfully with his bare lists, doing 
great execulatjn apsong the muti- 
neers until he sank to the floor. 
covered with stab wounds. 
Taflir, the second mate, was a 


sound sleeper. He was not awak- 
ened by inc murder of the captain 
and Karswcll. but whro the muti- 
neers began beatine the prostrate 
form ol George Smith with capstairi 
bars, on the'deck above his bunk, 
he awoke and went out to 
I<X.,E 
about. It took him a long time 
to discover that nearly evcrybo.lv 
was dead. He then went back to 
his cabin and locked himself in. 
He spent nearly an hour there 
alone, waiting for his turn. Not a 
pleasant hour, perhaps. 
At length, the mutineers ap- 
peared outside Taffir's cabin and 
informed him that he was to be 
spared to navigate the ship, and 
nobody cise could do it.

The 
Manilla men stood close to the 
mate, •with their knives in their 
hands, -while the conversation v3lh 
the strange ship •sras going on. They 
promised to strike him dead 3f he 
should «"cn slart, to betray them. 
Taffir toid a story of false identity 
cooked up by tJir nyuM-ncer?, and 
the strange ship made no inquiries.- 


During the first, week in October,

AMAZING WHEAT YIELDS. 


From some of the western and southwestern coun- 


ties of the state come stories of amazing yields of 
wheat. Fields producing from 30 to 40 bushels to the 
acre have been the general rule, in quite a fe<v in- 
stances they have-run as high as 50 bushels to the 
acre, and in a few cases the maxrnum of 65 bushels 
to the acre has been harvested. 


This is from land which only a few years ago sold 


for $20, $25 to $35 an acre. 


With wheat bringing 65 cents a Sushel, these 


fields have netted the farmer from $19.50 to $42.25 
an acre. Allowing for seed, planting and harvest- 
ing, the returns have been sufficient to cover half or 
all of the original cost of the land. What is a sat- 
isfactory price on comparatively low priced land, and 
what is sufficient to carry the charges in the older, 
more settled and higher priced sections of the wheat 
growing states varies widely. It is that which com- 
plicates the farm problem. 


GLENN CURTISS. 


The closing years of Glenn Curtiss' life were ex- 


tremely fruitful and pleasant although at one time he 
was bitterly at outs with the Wright brothers. It was 
one of those rare reconciliations between prominent 
men, 
after a silly quarrel. 


By installing a new engine and by making some 


slight modifications in the Langley contrivance, Cur- 
tiss did succeed in lifting it off the ground. Yet the 
fact remains that the Wrights' machine was the first 
one to fly and as such it should have received recog- 
nition by the Smithsonian Institute. The dispute as 
to priority of successful airplane invention was not 
actually one of theory but of fact. Both machines 
were fundamentally sound. The Wright brothers suc- 
ceeded in taking their "airplane" into the air first 
while Curtis worked over Langley's model until he 
had corrected mechanical defects. 


There is sufficient honor in the development of the 


science of aviation to go around. The Wrights, Cur- 
tiss and Langley all had a prominent part in it. Less 
of a -theorist than a practical inventor, Curtiss did 
introduce several ideas, including moveable ailerons 
for lateral control, which entitled him to rank as a 
pioneer. 


It is a remarkable fact that although an active 


flier for years, and with the most primitive craft, his 
death did not ensue from hurts or injuries sustained 
in an accident. He was only 52 years of age when 
he died, which furnishes another view of the amazing 
speed with which the conquest of the air has pro-' 
ceeded.

Continuity Man 
Is Unseen Force 
Behind Programs 


NFvV YORK, July 
26—CUP)— 


Among the unt>een forces behind the 
scenes in radio is to be found the 
contitiuitv writer, a little known 
and much maligned but none the 
less essential part of the broadcast- 
Ing machine 
The announcer is 


known and admired by the radio 
listeners but scarcely a word ut- 
tered into the microphone during 
regular evening programs can be 
credited to him 
An unseen and 
unheard continuity writer penned 
every word. 
It is the announcer 


who makes the words breathe and 
live, tut the continuity man moulds 
them. 
Continuity began in the early days 


of radio but hao become a well- 
defined radio art only during the 
last few years when the accurate 
timing and smooth staging of pro- 
grams became of vitai importance. 
Even the best announcer must be- 
come confused at times when try- 
ing to extemporize. No human be- 
ing is so well jiformed as to say 
extemporaneously 
all the things 
that an announcer must say in the 
course of a day's work. 
There has developed, therefore, 


the continuity writers who prepare 
the words which announce a pro- 
gram, announce a number or a 
speaker pr some event upon the air. 
The numerous dramatic programs 
must be written by someone 
Plan Program Carefully. 


The continuity writer secures the 


advance information about a pro- 
gram, confers with the production 
man and the artists. He learns the 
type of program to be produced and 
the effect desired as well as the 
amount of time alloted. He then 
•writes the continuity with well se- 
lected musical notes and other in- 
formation at hand. During the re- 
hearsal of the program the an- 
nouncer reads over his part care- 
fully, getting the proper inflections 
and emphasis while every announce- 
ment is carefully timed. 
The NBC continuity writers also 


prepare dramatic programs 
Burke 


Boyce, NBC continuity editor, was 
the author of the hero dramas 
heard during the "Big Brother Club" 
programs, which were completed 
recently, Katharine Seymour writes

States geological survey, working in 
co-operation with army engineers, 
has been engaged in determining 
the peak, low, and normal 
of the state's major streams. 


It is a slow task. Stream rec-. 


ords are compiled only after years 
of careful observations. But some- 
time within, the next two to six 
years, the geological survey and 
army engineers hope to have suf- 
ficient preliminary information on 
rivers of the middlewestern states 
to begin outlining plans for put- 
ting the streams to work for the 
communities through which they 
pass. 
The interesting story of the pro- 
gram in which the geological sur- 
vey is engaged in this and other 
states was told here the past week 
by Harold P. Eisenhuth, junior 
engineer with the geological sur- 
vey. The survey is furnishing data 
with which army engineers expect 
to work in a great middlewestern 
river program. 
The work actually started, ac- 
cording to Mr. Eisenhuth, as a 
flood control project in connection 
with difficulties in the lower Mis- 
sissippi basin. In 1928 army engin- 
eers received an appropriation, to 
carry on flood control work in the 
valleys of the Mississippi. 
First Step .to Flood Control. 
The engineers wanted to know 
accurately how much water was 
going down the Mississippi and its 
tributaries. That was a first step 
to a program of flood control. In 
attempting to secure that data, the 
program has gone far* beyond its 
original confines. 
The government is now studying 
the use of water for irrigation pur- 
poses, for reservoir sites, for power 
sites for hydro-electric plants, and 
in the case of the larger streams, 
for navigation possibilities. 
For every phase of the additional 
purposes of the federal agencies, 
accurate data as to water habits of 
the Kt.rpa.ms tributary to the- Mis- 
sissippi was needed. In the states 
effected, stream-gaging has been 
carried on to furnish that informa- 
tion. 


Water does not flow steadily in 
any stream, it may vary from hour 
to hour. It- may have substantially 
different 
flows 
from month to 
month and 
for 
corresponding 
months in different years. Seasonal 
variations would go unknown with- 
out accurate year-around stream 
data.Seasonal Data Important. 


Industrial 
development is .de- 
pendent upon accurate seasonal 
data. Mr. 'Eisenhuth points out. 
Without it, a power plant might 
be erected, only to discover later 
that there was not enough water 
at certain seasons of the year to 
operate it. 
Reservoir sites, too, might be 
both poorly located and unjustifi- 
ably installed, if selected before ac- 
curate data was available. For in- 
stance, Mr. Eisenhuth calls atten- 
tion to the fact that without suf- 
ficient preliminary data, a reservoir 
might ^be constructed which coulc 
never be filled, causing a vast 
•waste expenditure in its erection 
The work of the United States 
geological survey in the middle- 
western states is to do the stream- 
gaging which will furnish necessary 
information to permit development 
of plans for utilizing the-. creeks 
and rivers of this anbNpther states 
Work has been carried on in Ne- 
braska on seven different streams 
which, eventually flow into the

jompiled in a recent middlewestern 
business study of the relation of 
agriculture to industry is correct 
That agricultural prices have a 
direct relation to general business 
prosperity is the conclusion to be 
drawn from a statistical business 
study, "The 'Role of Agricultural 
Fluctuations in the Business Cycle," 
written by Vladimir P. Tirhoshenko, 
instructor in business statistics at 
the University of Michigan, and 
published early this summer in 
Michigan Business Studies. 


Indicates Business Revival. 


"The fact that practically all 


business revivals in this country 
have been preceded by a low or 
sharply declining .ratio of agricul- 
turaly-especially farm prices—to in- 
dustrial prices, or have been pre- 
ceded by, or have coincided with, a 
large increase in agricultural .ex- 
ports testifies to the importance of 
agricultural fluctuations as a factor 
in the generation of a business re- 
vival or a new business cycle," de- 
rtares Mr. Timoshenko 
'jonclusion of his study.

Here are a few of the major facts 
to which the Michigan man points 
during the course of his study, upon 
which an optimistic interpretation 
of the outlook for the near future 
lay be based. 
The total value of American farm 
crops varies less than the total pro- 
duction. 
Prices paid the individual farmer 


for his crops vary more than the 
total value of the crops. 
"At some time during depressions, 


the index of farm prices always 
falls below the index of industrial 
prices. Such a relationship of the 
two price indexes always precedes 
or coincides with a business re- 
vival." 
Encourages Industrial Expansion. 
A low ratio of agricultural to in- 


dustrial prices means a greater 
margin of profit, for manufacturers 
and makes living costs lower to the 


laborer, giving him more to spend. 
Thus, a low ratio of agricultural 
prices to industrial prices encour- 
ages an expansion of industry.

The results of this study are not 
encouraging to the farmer who is 
faced with his usual expenses and 
unfavorable prices for his crops.

That they 
foretell a probable recovery,of busi- 
ness, hpwevr, is of interest not alone 
to the industrialist and the business 
man, 
but also to the farmer. If the 
business system runs true to form, 
conditions this year are ideal for a 
stimulation of new activity leading 
to a new prosperity period, into 
which the farmer will ultimately be 
drawn. 
Increased Production This Year. 
Indications are that the T7nited 
States will have a greater produc- 
tion this year in all its principal 
crops than the five-year average 
from 1924 to 1928.

The efiief basis for 
such opposition is that fairy tales 
develop day-dreaming impractical 
persons, who escape from the hard 
tasks of life through fantasy. There 
are such persons, we all know, but 
surely they are not made so thiough 
reading of the enchantments of 
fairy-land m their youth. 


There are too many happy, useful, 


creative people in this" world whose 
childhood days were enlivened and 
beautified through fairy tales, and 
whose imaginations 
were 
keenly 


stimulated through their wander- 
Ings into the land of make-believe. 
Without early cultivation of a keen 
imagination there hardly could be 
great scientists or architects or art- 
ists or industrial leaders.

tually, if Lincoln Is to continue to 
grow and develop as In the past, she 
will have to seek her supply from 
such a supply es the Platte under- 
flow. However, it is evident that if 
an abundant supply of water can 
be provided from a local source for 
the next twenty five years, the cost 
of 
providing this supplementary 


supply would be so small In com- 
parison with the Platte project that 
the interest on the money saved the 
city would in that time be sufficient 
to entirely finance the Platte river 
project, to sa ynothmg of the say- 
ing in operating costs in the mean- 
time. 


The only way to determine to full 


capacity of the supply available on 
my property is to test it thoroughly, 
and I invite the city authorities to 
test this out to their entire satis- 
faction at any time, before asking 
the people to vote some $3,000,000 
to go about twenty-eight miles away 
for a supply. 


Repeated analysis of ..this water 


supply on my place has shown it 
to be of the besfc--a quality not to 
be found in river water. As to the 
fear of salt, Dr. Barbour answers 
tills question by stating that the 
salt strata lies something like 200 
feet underground throughout this 
entire vicinity, and unless one goes 
unreasonably deep there is little 
danger in this regard. As the deep- 
est well on my property where the 
test wells are, required less than an 
eighty-five foot pipe to reach the 
great 
flow found, the margin of 


safety is so large that fears in this 
respect are groundless. 


Dr. Barbour states that the city 


wells which have turned "salt" are 
the direct result of trying to sink 
them too deep—below the margin of 
safety; that a depth maximum of 
about 168 feet for wells has been 
set by the city as the saiety depths, 
which is double the distance re- 
quired to go at my place. 
In all his testing in the Salt 


creek valley. Mr. Worthington states 
that he found no salt, and that 
there was no mention made of salt 
danger in their report to the city, 
and that he never heard of any fear 
expressed by the authorities in this 
regard at that time. He states that 
a short distance below my property 
they drilled down to some 150 feet 
without finding anything but the 
purest water. So Dr. Barbour's opin- 
ion on the salt danger, and Mr.

The fear has been expressed rel- 
ative to the possibility of a direct 
connection between the Salt Creek 
valley water supply and the Ante- 
ope valley supply, whereby pumping 
from one source might deplete the 
other one 
Since the Salt Creek 


valley supply comes from the south 
and the Antelope supply comes from 
a valley miles to the east, with the 
College View ridge separating the 
;wo, this fear appears entirely 
groundless on the face of it. How- 
ever, if an expert opinion is desir- 
ous in this regard, I refer anyone 
who is in serious doubt to Dr. Bar- 
bour again, who has stated that no 
fear need be felt of any such con- 
flict between the supply sources. 


I have resided close to Lincoln 


for nearly fifty years and am in- 
terested in her welfare, especially in 
the matter of good water. Also in 
plentiful quantity. If an abundant 
supply cannot 
be found close to 


Lincoln, then I am heartily in favor 
of tapping the Platte at its closest 
strategic point. But the tests made 
by the city nearly forty years ago 
were so convincing to the investi- 
gators that a super-abundance of 
fine water was to be found on my 
place, that T can but earnestly le- 
peat my former invitations to come 
out and make exhaustive tests be- 
fore voting a huge bond issue to go 
to the distant Platte source, where 
wells will have to be sunk there, as 
here, to tap the Platte underflow. 
The location for sinking wells on 
my place has long been located.

But there are men, whose sympath- 
ies are broad and whose under- 
standing is of piercing clarity 
Clinic for Drifters. 


And one of these men is Dr, 


Carleton Simon, one of the world's 
most noted criminologists tnd for- 
merly special deputy police com- 
missioner in charge of narcotics, 
whose experiments in the world of 
psychiatry has brought knowledge to 
his own profession and complete 
rehabilitation to scores of men and 
women.

fresh start and courage. And he

They are not criminals, even if 


some of them may have criminal 


super-intelligence and even genius, 
men of education Just down and 
out, their

they are misfits in the scheme of 
nature and civilization. 


Some of them are men of refine- 


ment, of education, with a knowl- 
edge of the arts and music- men 
that might have been of -value to 
society, wolfing hunks of bread and 
gulping boiling hot coffee in a Bow- 
ery mission, and hoping that there 
will be a place for them to rest 
their battered bodies and close their 
eyes for a spell on the sordid world

New York's east side and visit some 
of the charitable organizations, who 
are frankly contemptuous of all hu- 
man derelicts, lumping them into 
one class, or worse still, no class. 


And at the 
other end of the 
scale .he has found men with the 
mentality of children, men without 
aim, hope or 
ambition .men to 


whom the passage of life is but a 
succession 
of dives, "flops" 
and 


handouts. And even these raen can 
be directed he claims.

It is because of their mental 


make-up that the men to be found 
along the Bowery have refused to 
face life's problems and have just 
drifted with the black tide of des- 
pair or indifference. 
And Doctor Simon believes that the

proved it. For in co-operation with 
the New York board of education, 
some of the men have been placed 
m night schools or helped to vo- 
cational training. With the knowl- 
edge that reading and writing are 
not so unattainable after all, has 
come ne\y self-respect and hope.
